1 do not pretend to have made a 
discovery of any nex process. I maiutain that 


there is in England at the present time, and 
that there has beea since the year 1844, a 
national currency convertibie into gold on de- 
mand, based exclusively on Govern ment securi- 
ties and gold, the notes being issued in er- 
change for gold coin or ballion ‘at mint price, 
and gold coin being given in exchaage for them; 
and that such notes are at par with gold in every 
bart of the Kingdota. It is true that, for the 
sake of conveulence and svowedly on that 
ground, Parliament deemed it expedient to 
conide the management of the ‘issues 
to the Bank of England rather than 
to Government Commissioners, but, in 
doing so, it completely separated the 
issue department from the banking, and im- 
posed auch restrictions as to render it impossi- 
ble for he Bank Directors to deviate from the 
prescriied rules.

A PLAN FOR SPEC.E-BASIS SUGGESTED. 
To the Editor af The Cu i ribune: 

I have read with much interest the letters of 
Sir F. Hincks upon the currency, aod your edi- 
torials thereon, We all agree, I take it upon the 
question of a specie-basis. Upon this point, it 
eoems to me, no difference of opinioa em exist 
between those who have studied the question of 
finance as a sciences. The next thing to arrive 
at is a method by which specie-resumption cao be 
obtained without detriment to the business and 
industrial interests of the coun'ry. The tesuing 
of the ciréulating medium of the country by the 


Nauoual Government upon a specie or any basis, | 


might as well be dismissed as impracticable, 
firatas last, The ideaof an inatiiution wibhon: 
any capital doing a banking business, is simply 
abeurd; and a Government supporte! by taxa- 
tion of the people bas no capital whatever, in 
the true sense of the word. 

My plan woald be for the Government to fand 
the * greenback” indebtedaess into « time 
vond drawing in erest at, easy, 4 or 4 per cent. 
per ananm. That oan be done without the use 
of a dollar in gold by the Government. and, at 
the same time, put this class of Government in- 
debtedness in a forin ior final payment. This is 
the first step.
